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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 8 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 8 is 
toward a method of making a lamina sample wherein among the combination of steps, 
includes: 

3. A first process of sputtering-etching-working a 1 st worked region for exposing a 
1 st side wall of a region, which is to be made a lamina, under a 1 st focused ion beam 
condition of a 1 st focused ion beam and, at the same time, sputtering-etching-working a 
2 nd worked region for exposing a 2 nd side wall of the region, which is to be made the 
lamina, under a 1 st focused ion beam condition of a 2 nd focused ion beam, A second 
process of sputtering-etching-working the 2 nd worked region under the 1 st focused ion 
beam condition of the 1 st focused ion beam and, at the same time, sputtering-etching- 
working the 1 st worked region under 1 st focused ion beam condition of the 2 nd focused 
ion beam, A third process of microscope-observing a surface portion of the lamina by 
scan-irradiating under a 3 rd focused ion beam condition of the 2 nd focused ion beam at 
the same time as sputtering-etching-working the 1 st side wall by slanting the sample 
such that the 1 st focused ion beam enters so as to correct, in the 1 st side wall, its slant 
under a 2 nd focused ion beam condition in which an acceleration voltage is low and/or a 
beam current is low relative to the 1 st focused ion beam condition by using the 1 st 
focused ion beam, or with an irradiation of the ilst focused ion beam being temporarily 
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interrupted, and finishing the etching working by the 1 st focused ion beam by confirming 
the fact that a thickness of the lamina has become a 1 st predetermined thickness by 
measuring the thickness of the lamina, and a fourth process of microscope-observing 
the surface portion of the lamina by scan-irradiating under the 3 rd focused ion beam 
condition of the 2 nd focused ion beam at the same time as sputtering-etching-working 
the 2 nd side wall by slanting the sample such that the 1 st focused ion beam enters so as 
to correct, in the 2 nd side wall, its slant under the 2 nd focused ion beam condition of the 
1 st focused ion beam, or with the irradiation of the 1 st focused ion beam being 
temporarily interrupted, and finishing the etching working by the 1 st focused ion beam 
by confirming the fact that the thickness of the lamina has become a 2 nd predetermined 
thickness thinner than the 1 st predetermined thickness by measuring the thickness of 
the lamina.
